Smoked Glass Much in Evidence 
With Which Citizens View 
Phenomenon. 



For more tiian three hours last 
Sunday morning Old Sol was in par- 
tial eclipse and his face was almost ob- 
scured when the w'llpse was at its 
Iteigiit. Tiie eclipse was visible 
through all of North Ainerli.ai 
south uf latitude 8i) South Ainericu 
North of the Equator, parts of tne 
Atlantic and Pacific Oi'enns. South- 
western Europe and West .^f^ica. 

The fact 1!iat tlie moon is now al- 
most at its greatest disttauce from the 
earth caused it to appear directly iii 
front uf the sun, though it did not 
conceal it. .Across Mexico tbe Gulf, 
and Florida the eclipse was nearly to- 
t.U the area whei'e a central observ.a- 
tion could be made being about 300 
miles wide. 

The eclipse began at 8:30 a. m. niid 
reached Its greatebt degree at 10:36 
o'clock. Tne eclipse ended at 12:13 
p. m. When the eclipse w-as at its 
height about three-fourihs of the face 
of the sun was covered and the gie;it- 
er part of the United Slates passed in- 
to senilobscurlty. 

The eclipse began at tne right edge 
of the sun and gradually covered the 
lower i>art of the disc. At Us height 
th« moon transformed the sun Into 
a crescent of a width about a third 
uf tbe diameter of the sun. 

Smoked glass was employed 'by our 
cltixens, by the aid of which a splen- 
did view of the wonderful phenomenon 
was obtained. It is estimated that 
this will not again occur for probably 
100 years. ,

Annually on memorial day a com- 
mittee is sent to the lonely graves in 
the woodland and u tiny flag floats 
from the alx mounds, their colors 
seeming to blend with the foliage of 
the forest and the blue sky overhead. 

On a re ent afternoon, the writer in 
company with Thomas Goode, Win. 
Icenour, Hawkins Clear and Kd .Need- 
ham, Journeyed to the site of the old 
fort for the purimse of erecting a pole 
and raising a flag. Upon our arrival 
we found that old nature had aided 
ill the effort to eommeniorate the 
place. A few feet from the graves 
was found u tree some fifty feet in 
height; tlie limbs were cut niid at 
its top was placed the colors of our 
country. The undergrowth was cut, 
the leaves raked and tne little grave- 
yard put on a different appearance. 

The soldiers sleep wnere they fell 
and neat headstones mark their grav is. 
The stones were placed there by .Mr. 
Glem Gilmore, the owner of the land 
surrounding the site of the old fort. 
The names on the raarkei-s read as 
follows: Diuienant Job Hale, .Malthow 
ICngllsh. Robert Howling, Josep.h Cloii- 
ton, Isaac Jett and John Wtll'anis. A 
few yards south of the soldiers' graves 
are buried two Imllans. About lOh 
Keiituokluns were engaged la this bat- 
tie. The niuunted riflemen -were com- 
manded by Captain John Adair, of 
Keiitiii ky, and all were said to be 
splendid s|»ecimen of physieisl man- 
hood. The Indians made their attack 
a short time before day-light, keep- 
ing behind trees. With the first 
streaks of dawn, when the sons of 
the “Dark ami Hl.wdy Grounils'' could 
diatluguish \i white man from an In- 
dian they c'aargi'd them, using -.ns'i- 
guna for clubs. The Indla is retre.ji- 
ed, taking with tr.em all but s'x hend 
of horses belonging to the Irorps. The 
Indians were pursued to where Eaton 
now st inds, when the sc-ldieis return- 
ed to the fort to look after tne w.jiiail- 
ed and bury t-ie dead.
